Two interesting papers wore read on June 
14 atthe. United Service Tostitutivn, the | 
firat by Lieutenant WO, Crutobley, B.N.R., 
entitled ‘Linea of Convoy ia War Time,’ 
the second and camplementary paper by Mr 
H. 1. Swinburne, ‘A Scheme of Commerce 
Protection.’ Accompanying tha popera Was 
a map of the North and South- Atlantic 
Oosana, with the routes and lines of convoy 
clearly marked and sutimarised, 

Jientanant Crutehley’s plan of action-was 
caloulated to cover tho contingency of 4 
Fronco-Rugsian alliance, Assuming that 
convoy will be required for the proteotion of 
our trade, be divides” one merchont shipa 
into two classcs—the fast steam trade and 
the slow steam trade. ‘The former,’provided 
it haa a sea apeed of fourteen kuota and 
upwarde, will require no convoy; but for 
tho latter a system of ‘strict cunyuy would 
| be necessary, The principal trade route 
which finds ite woy past the two great 
Southern Capes, either coming into the 
Atlantio Ocean on ils way to Great Britain, 
or requiring to be seen safely on ite way 
down sonth, was theonly one with whioh 
ho dealt, Tho Suez Cunal, according to 
leading naval experts, will, in the event of 
war, be entirely impraotiaabla wotil we 
have gained and held absulute command of 
the sea. Probably, therefore, all of our

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A-NAVAL TRAGECOMEDY. 


Thera have been many strange examples 
of tha procedura and justico of nsval courtas 
\ martial, but [du not remember one mora 

ex raordinary (ian the recent case of Sur- 
geon Lea, of H.M.S, Ltigarooma (a vessel 
of the Australian Auxiliary Squadron), at 
Sydney. Surgeon Lon-waa charged with be- 
having with contempt to Orptain B.A. 
Jolnsen, bia avporior, officer, and with 
disobeying a lawful command by refusing 
to go under arrest. It scenied that the 
Captain directed the Surgeon todo rome- 
thing which the latter considered to be tho 
work of the carpanters, The Surgeon did 
not refuse, but requested—ns he was en- 
titled to do—that the order should be put 
in writing, Later un tha Surgeon plnced 
tho Oaptatu on the sick-list, Alleging that 
he waa aulfecing froin mental derangement. 
The Captain retaliated by ordering the Sa 
geon to co under arrost, which order ho re- 
fused to obey, however, on tho grand that 
the Oaptain, being on the sick-list, was no 
longar in command. ‘The Surgeon was 
thon put‘under cluse arrest and detained 
for ‘some hours, after which he was released 
by the authority of the senior officer of the 


ort, 

i The aituation at tle beginning of the 
affair—the Surgeon placing the Captain on 
tho sick-list ; the QCuptain placing the Sar. 
goon under arrest, and each contesting the 
othar’a right to ast—ia amusivg enough. 
Jt is, indoed, irresistibly suggestive of 
'H.M.S8, Pinafore,’ But if it sommonced 
asa farce, it has ended as a tragedy for the 
acoused officer, His defence was that from 
what ocourred on the day in question, 
coupled with what ho hod Sbserved on 
previous occasions, he deliberately formed 
the pinion that the Oaptain wae not res- 
ponsible' for his actions, and'that it was, 
therefore, bis duty to put him on the sick- 
Het in “acoordanes with Article 1,133, 
Queen's Regulations, both in his own in- 
terest andin that of the Service. “In sup- 
port of his opinion, the prisouer wished to 
cross-examine the witnesses forthe prose-

prisoncr was animated in what he did by a 
‘conscientious sense efiduty ; and why he 
sboukl have boon prevented from advancing 
anythiog in the way of justification or ex- 
tenuation of hig action is quite incompre- 
hangible. At Sydney, where the whola 
orcumatances have boon closely followed, 
tho verdictolias evoked the strongest in- 
dignatinn both in naval circles and amongst 
the public, and it is probable that more 
will yot bo hoard cf the caso, It cértainly

THE LATEST TROUBLE IN KOREA, 
THE SITUATION DISCUNSKD, ° 
_ Tho origin of the latest trouble in Korea 
ig still shrouded in mystery. Princo Pak 
ia acensed by the Queen's party of having 
been guilty of treason, the speclal charge 
agninst him being that he was plotting tho 
overthrow «of the Quoén and was endea- 
voucing to procure & number of Jupioeac 
to support him in a coup d état to Bvize the 
reins of power. The story appears ins 
credible, = While Princo Pak had tho 
Japanese upon his side, he virtually 
possessed etioreme power in Korea, whether 
actually holding the office of Minister 
President or not, He could ecareely 
expect, by means of a coup d'dtat, how- 
ever auecossful, to oxpel the roiguing 
family and himself occupy the throne, so 
that the action attributed to him ia that of 
a atroke without a purpose. Prioce Pak 
may be as complete and thorough an in- 
triguer os ha is reprosentad to bo, but the 
most confirmed intriguer, if anne,, must 
have an object in view ut tho end of an 
intrigue, and nona of the objects ad. 
vanced for, Pak’s. alleged tro-aon are 
either consistent or probable, The re- 
volution is capable of far more plau- 
sible explanaticn, Princo Pak ropresents 
the Jayaneao scmi-protectorate, and tho 
Japanose protectorate is hateful to the 
Korean official of the old typa and deteat- 
able to tho Ming faction, of which tho 
Queen is commonly credited with ‘bing 
the head. Endeavours appear to have 
beou firet made to bring Prince Pak over 
to the'Q 1eeu's party, and for a time it ap- 
pearod as if they had aucceedad, Tho 
oretwl ila.refugeo in Japan was said to havo 
catablishcd good relations with tho Queen, 
and was even asserted to have entered into 
an underalanding with the Russian Min- 
ister,--the Ming party, as is well known, 
being desirous of playing off Russia againot 
Japan, So long as Count Inouge remained 
in Saaul, it may bo that this state of things 
euited the Ming faction well enough, it 
being their intention from the first to 
throw Prince Pak over aa acon 93 oppor- 
tunity served.. Tho opportunity, it would 
appear, cane qnicker than waa antioipated, 
Gount Inouye returned to Japan to consult 


with Ministors as to the policy that was to 
bo puraued now the war had cuma-to a 
conclusion ; aud when two or throo weeks 
pasaed away without thero being any signs 
of his return to Seoul the time was con. 
sidered ripe for the coup délat which should 
got rid of the onty man in the Korean Go- 

‘omont in whom Japanese had trust, 
Tt is of courro it ible to any if this is 
u cornet presentment of the facts of 
the case, There aro innumerable factions 
in Seoul, each fighting for its own hand, 
and there aro many considerations to be 
taken into account in dealing wilh tho 
inchoate politics uf a* kingdom like Korea, 
just emerging fre m centuries of official cur- 
tuption and ina transition stago but little 
reinoved from anarchy... But the augyes- 
tiona here made of the aclusl forcos under- 
lying what is really a rovolution, based as 
they aro upon known facts, appear sufficient 
explanations.of the recent courso of events 
without there being any necaasity to beliove 
inthe charges of trenson brousht by the 
Ming party against Princo Pak, What is 
clear is that the man forced upon the 
Koican Government wilh the hope of press. 
ing forward tho ‘reforms considered abso- 
Intely necessary by tha Jupanesa haa 
attogether fai'ed in his mission. Whether 
he was as sincerely dovotert to reforms dla 
Japonaise as Count Inouye appears to 
think may be a question; hia inter- 
ests, it might be thought, would natu. 
milly bs with the people by whose in- 
flnevce be wus recalled to his native land, 
Dut it is a fact wall. known among Prince 
Pak's foreign intimates during bis residence 
in Japan that he was by co means aa 
devated to the people of the country among 
whom ho hnd found refuge as appears to 
hava bovn believed by the powersin Tokio, 
However this may be, the question is, 
What will Count Inouye do in the face of 
the rebuff which bo hos exprrievced t 
Will he take Prince Pak back te Seoul 
and insist on his reinstatement in 
the position from which be ha been drivin t 
This the policy pressed upon him by 
cortiin Japaneso joorngls, but it appears 
of such a risky nature that wo doubt if i- 
sill cummend itaolf to a otateeman liko 
Count Inouye, who will doubtless carefully 
avoid inereasing the present strain in the 
rolatiopa belween Korea and Japan, But 
with Prince Pak gona who is to coutinue 
the series of reforms ne¢rssary to tho in- 
dependent existance of Korea? There ie 
absulutely no ono who con_be triatod to do 
even as much as Prince Pak-did in the 
matter of administrative reform, and the

situation becomes increasingly difficulty. 
It would almost appear that Japan is at 
last face to face with the problom pradicted 
fron the begioning of her interference in 
the affiira of the peninsular kingdom— 
either she oust annex Korea or declare 
Aprotectorate, or alse she rust abandon 
the Peninsula to 9 Power which will only 
too readily aseume the place that Japan 
bas occupied for the last nine munths. 
Ruacia, we may bo cartain, will resist the 
anuexation of Korea by Japan as atrenus 
owaly as she resisted the cesaion of the 
Liao-ting peniasula ; nor will she be much 
more favourably inolined towarda a ds finite 
Japanese protectorate ; while Japan, for 
reasons of self-proservation, canuot without 
a atingglo allow of the establishment of 
complyute Russian deminntion in the po 
ninadle kingdom. The ontlaok sppears
